To  tJie  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Durham  Rural  District  Council. 
Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Sixteenth  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary 
state  of  the  Western  Division  of  your  Authority  for  the  year  1904. 

Population  estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  year  ...  13.073 

(Census,  1901)  ...  ...  . 12,770 

Area  (to  November  9th)  ...  ...  15-797  acres.

13y  extension  of  the  City  of  Durham  boundary,  made  November 
9th,  a part  of  Neville’s  Cross  and  Framwellgate  Rural  Districts  were  taken 
into  the  borough,  causing  a reduction  of  area  of  18  r acres,  and  a reduction 
of  the  population  of  2,220. 

'I'he  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  is  190,  giving  a rate  of 
14  per  thousand,  being  less  than  the  previous  year. 
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The  number  of  births  for  the  year  is  408,  or  a rate  of  3 1 per 
thousand  of  the  population,  a smaller  number  than  last  year. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  i year  is  66,  or  a rate  of 
161  per  thousand  of  registered  births  ; this  is  a little  more  than  last  year. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Zymotic  diseases  is  28,  or  a rate  of 
2 '2  per  thousand  of  the  population  ; this  is  a little  less  than  last  year.

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On  examining  the  above  table,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  birth-rate 
in  this  district  is  lower  than  that  in  the  County  ; the  death-rate  is  not  so 
great  as  that  in  the  County  ; the  Zymotic  death-rate  is  a little  higher  in  this 
district,  and  the  infant  mortality  is  higher  in  this  district  than  that  in  the 
County. 


PREVALENCE  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

There  have  been  io8  notifications  of  infectious  disease  during  the 
year.  Last  year  there  were  74  notifications.  Diseases  notified  are  as 


follows  : —

In  March  there  was  an  extensive  epidemic  of  Measles  in 
Kimblesworth,  and  it  became  necessary  to  close  the  schools  of  the  district. 

In  April  the  epidemic  of  Measles  had  spread  to  Framwellgate 
M oor,  where  it  also  became  necessary  to  close  the  schools. 

In  September  an  epidemic  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  Bearpark  and 
continued  for  several  weeks.  It  was  thought  that  the  rapid  increase  in  the 
number  of  cases  was  due  to  infection  at  the  school  ; that  some  overlooked 
case  had  attended  school  and  spread  the  disease.  In  October,  as  the 
e[)edemic  still  continued,  it  became  necessary  to  close  the  Board  School  for 
3 weeks  and  to  have  the  schools  disinfected.  As  another  factor  in  the 
incidence  of  the  disease,  I pointed  out  the  very  damp  condition  of  the  soil 
about  the  houses  ; that  on  rainy  days  the  water  stood  in  pools  close  to  the 
walls  of  the  houses,  and  that  down-comers  discharge  upon  the  ground  very 
near  the  walls  of  buildings  ; also  that  the  surface  water  from  the  hill-side 
would  rush  down  near  the  houses  in  a good  stream  and  plough  up  the  soil 
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in  different  directions.  Attention  has  been  given  to  this  matter,  and  may- 
be somewhat  remedied  in  the  future.  Thirty-six  cases  of  diphtheria 
occurred  in  Bearpark,  and  eight  cases  in  Kimblesvvorth  during  the  year. 

It  is  noticeable  that  in  both  these  districts  there  is  much  dampness 
of  soil  ; in  Kimblesworth,  in  the  roads,  the  soil  is  soft  with  several  inches 
of  mud.  In  other  {)laces  where  the  water  is  easily  drained  away,  and  the 
houses  have  paved  yards  and  paved  fronts,  we  do  not  find  any  diphtheria. 

During  this  epidemic  at  Bearpark  I made  an  inspection  of  the 
playground  and  surroundings  of  the  Board  School,  and  found  defective  and 
broken  down-comers  which  were  remedied  ; the  surface  water  of  the  yard 
required  better  drainage,  and  there  was  a want  of  privy  accommodation  in 
both  divisions.  A report  to  this  effect  was  forwarded  to  the  County  Council 
Education  department. 

Some  doubts  were  expressed  as  to  the  genuineness  of  some  of  the  ^ 
notifications  of  diphtheria  ; steps  were  therefore  taken  to  test  the  disease  by 
means  of  a swab  applied  to  the  throat,  and  this  swab  \-v'as  sent,  securely 
sealed,  to  the  Bacteriological  Laboratory  at  the  College  of  Medicine, 
Newcastle-on-Tyne.  By  the  reports  we  received  in  return,  it  was  found 
that  the  diagnosis  of  the  medical  attendant  was  in  most  cases  found  to  be 
correct. 


It  seemed  advisable  to  send  two  cases  of  diphtheria  to  the  isolation 
hospital  at  Houghall,  one  being  removed  from  a dairy  farm.  After  a short 
stay  at  the  hospital  these  cases  were  sent  home  again,  and  the  schoolmaster 
at  Bearpark  concluded  that  as  they  were  discharged  from  the  hospital  that 
they  were  fit  to  return  to  school  ; but  on  hearing  this,  I objected  to  such  a 
proceeding,  until  the  cases  were  tested.  Swabs  were  taken  in  each  case 
and  submitted  to  the  bacteriological  test,  and  in  each  case  the  diphtheritic 
bacilli  were  found  existing.  It  was  not  until  3 more  weeks  had  elapsed 
before  they  were  found  to  be  free  of  the  infection.  This  proved  the  futility 
of  sending  such  cases  to  the  isolation  hospital  ; unless  they  can  be  detained 
for  a sufficiently  long  period,  and  unless  they  can  be  rid  of  all  chances  of 
infection  before  they  are  allowed  to  mix  with  healthy  individuals. 
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If  these  cases  had  returned  to  school  in  an  infected  state,  we  should 
have  had  an  increase  of  the  epidemic  in  the  district. 

Some  seemed  to  think  that  the  attention  of  the  medical  officer  of 
the  hospital  should  have  been  drawn  to  the  condition  of  these  two  cases. 
But  I failed  to  see  why  this  course  should  have  been  pursued  : it  was  quite 
sufficient  to  report  the  matter  to  your  Board  in  the  ordinary  course.  I'he 
adoption  of  any  other  proceeding  would  not  have  made  the  boys  less 
infectious. 


After  a second  application  to  your  Board,  consent  was  given  to 
your  medical  officers  of  health  to  obtain  and  keep  ready  the  various  serums 
used  in  dealing  with  diphtheria,  tetanus,  and  puerperal  fever.  This  is  a 
very  wise  provision,  and  advantage  has  been  taken  of  this  in  one  case  of 
diphtheria,  but  unfortunately  it  was  too  late  to  save  life. 

In  September  and  October  scarlet  fever  was  very  prevalent  in 
Kimblesworth  ; and  it  seemed  to  be  brought  into  the  district  by  children 
attending  a school  outside  the  boundary  of  this  authorit)-,  where  it  also  was 
prevailing. 

Early  in  January  two  cases  of  small-pox  were  notified,  one  in 
Bearpark  and  one  in  Neville’s  Cross  districts  ; they  were  promptly  removed 
to  the  Houghall  Hospital,  as  well  as  all  the  contacts,  and  thorough 
fumigation  carried  out  ; there  was  no  further  spread  of  the  disease.  One 
case  proved  to  be  a bad  form  of  chicken-pox. 

The  removal  of  contacts  appears  to  be  a v/ise  measure,  and 
although  entailing  some  cost,  it  guarantees  a most  effectual  way  of  stamping 
out  such  a very  infectious  and  contagious  disease  as  small-pox. 

Eight  cases  of  typhoid  fever  occurred  during  the  year,  four  in 
Broom  district,  three  in  Bearpark,  and  one  in  Neville’s  Cross.  In  one 
instance  the  complaint  followed  bathing  in  the  Browney  river,  and  swallow- 
ing some  of  the  water. 
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In  October  the  hospital  at  Houghall  was  full,  so  that  cases  of 
typhoid  fever  could  not  be  admitted,  and  thereby  causing  much  incon- 
venience to  some  householders. 

SMALL-POX  hlOSPITAL. 

Steps  are  about  to  be  taken  to  erect  a small-pox  hosjoital  to  serve 
the  districts  of  this  authority  as  well  as  that  of  the  City  of  Durham. 
Having  had  something  to  do  with  the  institution  of  two  such  hospitals,  one 
in  the  City  and  one  outside  the  City,  I would  strongly  urge  that  part  only 
be  made  of  wood  and  zinc,  and  other  parts  be  made  of  wood  only,  with 
fixtures  kept  in  stock  so  as  to  be  able  to  add  to  the  wards  as  the  need  for 
the  moment  required  it.  Having  a permanent  centre  building  with  two 
small  wards  extending  in  opposite  directions  from  this  centre  ; each  ward  to 
hold  four  beds,  and  each  ward  to  be  extended  as  more  beds  were  required. 
By  this  system,  economy  and  suitability  would  be  considered. 

PHTHISIS  OR  CONSUMPTION. 

The  number  of  cases  of  phthisis  vary  from  year  to  year,  and  most 
of  these  were  found  in  P'ramwellgate  Moor,  where  are  the  worst  kinds  of 
dwellings.  It  is  high  time  that  something  was  done  to  endeavour  to  stamp 
out  such  a disease. 

Each  case  of  consumption  should  be  notified  to  the  Sanitary 
Authority,  and  steps  should  be  taken  to  have  cases  removed  from  these 
surroundings,  and  they  should  receive  treatment  at  a sanatorium  ; and  at 
the  same  time  disinfectants  should  be  freely  used  at  the  house  where  the 
case  has  occurred,  and  uther  proper  precautions  carried  out,  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  disease. 

It  seems  that  more  energetic  measures  are  taken  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  disease  amongst  cattle  than  amongst  human  beings. 

It  is  a matter  for  the  careful  study  by  association  of  miners,  and 
friendly  societies,  as  well  as  by  sanitary  authorities,  the  best  and  proper 
methods  for  the  eradication  of  this  disease,  as  well  as  the  proper  care  of 
such  sick  people. 
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INSPECTIONS. 

In  June  I visited  Pity  Me  and  found  channels  in  New  Row  with 
filth  standing  in  them.  In  Victoria  Street,  some  of  the  back  yards  are  in  a 
bad  state,  with  a rough  surface,  and  water  standing  in  them. 

In  Newcastle  Row,  Framwellgate  Moor,  the  channels  were 
choked  with  filth  ; and  this  seems  to  happen  generally  on  windy  days  when 
rubbish  of  all  sorts  is  blown  into  them. 

In  July  I inspected  Bearpark  and  Auton  Style.  In  Swan  Street, 
the  down-com.ers  empty  on  to  gulleys  placed  close  to  the  doors  ; these  are 
only  intended  for  rain  water,  but  slops  and  other  fluids  are  poured  down, 
and  a stench  is  caused  which  is  drawn  into  the  houses. 

In  July  again,  I inspected  Pity  Me,  and  specially  noticed  the  bad 
state  of  a house  in  the  Old  Row,  which,  however,  soon  received  proper 
attention. 


In  Dyke  Row  and  Newcastle  Row  the  channels  were  full  of  filth  ; 
in  Durham  Row  the  channel  was  acting  badly  ; the  filth  could  not  be  swept 
on,  and  householders  were  obliged  to  shovel  the  filth  out  of  the  channels 
and  throw  it  into  the  ash-pits. 

Some  improvement  is  to  be  made  in  some  of  these  channels  ; but 
they  cannot  act  properly  unless  there  is  a good  fall,  and  a good  periodical 
flushing. 


At  No.  12,  h'ront  Row,  there  was  no  spouting.at  the  back,  and  no 
down-comers  provided.  In  Durham  Row  some  houses  require  fresh  floors  ; 
in  one  house  1 saw  oilcloth  and  carpets  laid  upon  lime  and  gravel. 

In  Halliday’s  Buildings,  two  gullies  were  blocked,  and  privies  and 
ashpits  were  in  a dilapidated  state. 

All  these  matters  were  referred  to  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  for 
his  attention. 
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In  July,  I also  visited  Broompark,  and  noticed  the  improvements 
made  since  last  year  : but  some  of  the  channels  do  not  work  well,  and  filth 
is  apt  to  collect  in  them,  and  vigorous  flushing  is  necessary  to  keep  them 
clear  ; the  same  was  noticed  in  Broom  Lane  Terrace. 

In  Neville’s  Cross  was  an  ashpit  in  a ruined  condition. 

In  Rogerson’s  Terrace,  Sunderland  Bridge,  I noticed  some  of  the 
yards  of  houses  in  a bad  state,  with  slop  water  standing  in  them.  On 
representations  being  made  to  the  manager,  these  were  soc^n  taken  in  hand 
and  in  September  many  of  these  yards  were  put  into  a good  condition. 

In  Brasside  I found  the  scavenging  neglected  ; it  being  rather  out 
of  the  way,  the  needs  of  the  place  seemed  to  be  forgotten. 

Some  houses  near  the  old  Pit,  F'romvvellgate  Moor,  and  very  near 
to  the  coke  ovens,  have  the  backs  closed  up,  so  that  there  is  no  through 
ventilation. 

The  condition  of  Brick  Row,  Framwellgaie  Moor,  has  received 
the  special  attention  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  who  has 
communicated  directly  with  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  of  this  Authority, 
and  I will  leave  the  matter  in  their  hands. 

In  September,  Dr.  Bulstrode  and  Dr.  Farrar  inspected  the  district, 
and  at  their  request  I accompanied  them  to  Framwellgate  Moor,  Kimbles- 
worth.  Pity  Me,  Bearpark  Colliery,  Ushaw  Moor,  Sunderland  Bridge,  and 
Broompark.  We  visited  some  dairy  farms,  and  looked  over  the  different 
sewage  works  which  reflect  the  greatest  credit  on  the  skill  of  the  Surveyor 
of  this  Board. 

On  three  different  occasions  1 inspected  the  tip  at  Quarry  House, 
as  it  was  said  to  be  injurious  to  the  public  health,  but  I could  find  no 
reasonable  ground  for  complaint.  In  fact  it  was  not  so  bad  as  the  fumes 
and  smell  from  coke  ovens  which  are  sometimes  blown  across  the  county 


and  into  dwellings. 
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SCAVENGING. 

The  scavenging-  throughout  the  district  is  generally  well  attended 
to.  The  difficulty  is  to  find  a model  ashpit  with  privy.  Either  the  ashpit 
is  too  large  or  it  is  too  small.  The  very  large  ashpits  in  Bearpark  have  no 
coverings,  and  in  rainy  weather  collect  much  water,  which  in  some  cases 
percolates  through  the  walls  of  the  ashpit  and  running  over  the  ground 
towards  the  houses  constitutes  a grave  nuisance  ; this  has  been  partially 
remedied  by  putting  in  special  drains  for  the  ashpits.  Sometimes  these 
ashpits  are  so  flooded  as  to  prevent  the  use  of  the  privies. 

Other  ashpits  are  so  small  as  to  contain  too  small  a quantity  and 
require  constant  emptying.  Others  have  iron  doors  affixed  at  the  lower 
part  and  level  with  the  Hoor  of  the  ashpit  and  allow  a constant  percolation 
of  liquid  and  so  cause  a nuisance  ; in  some  I have  seen,  special  arrangements 
are  obliged  to  be  made  by  the  tenant  to  obviate  the  nuisance.  Some 
ashpits  are  too  much  closed  in,  as  at  Kimblesworth,  so  that  the  scavenger 
must  work  under  difficulties.  Other  ashpits,  as  in  Dyke  Row,  Framwellgate 
Moor,  are  too  open,  and  with  very  low  containing  walls,  so  that  the  contents 
may  be  blown  about  in  any  high  wind. 

Some  ashpits  in  Broompark  are  bare  and  open,  without  cover,  and 
with  very  low  walls  and  bordering  on  the  road-way. 

With  the  tremendous  waste  of  ashes  in  colliery  villages,  it  is 
necessary  to  have  an  ashpit  of  a moderate  size,  but  it  should  always  have  a 
roof,  and  the  privy  should  be  raised  and  have  a sloping  surface  under  it  so 
that  the  contents  can  easily  reach  the  ashpit. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  supply  of  a good  quality  of  water  exists  generally  throughout 
the  district.  A few  isolated  spots  are  however  deprived  of  this  advantage, 
and  it  has  been  necessary  more  than  once  to  draw  attention  to  the  need  of 
a proper  water  supply  for  a few  houses  near  the  railway  crossing  at  Old 
Durham.  At  Old  Durham,  water  was  brought  periodically  along  the 
railway  in  the  tank  of  an  engine  for  the  supply  of  tenants  living  near  the 
railway.  .Some  arrangement  may  [probably  be  made  for  a proper  water 
supply  tor  some  of  these  houses. 
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All  dairy  farms  should  have  a supply  of  the  best  water.  After 
many  inspections  and  exhortations  a certain  dairy  farm  at  Sunderland 
Bridge  has  at  last  obtained  a proper  supply  of  water.  Water  from  wells 
must  always  be  regarded  with  suspicion  ; if  found  quite  pure  at  one  time,  it 
may  be  quite  dangerous  at  another  ; the  water  of  wells  should  be  repeatedly 
examined.  Wells  should  always  have  proper  coverings  and  be  well 
protected  from  offensive  matter  getting  into  them. 

FACTORY  ACT. 

In  July  I inspected  the  cartridge  factory  at  Pity  Me,  and  found 
the  ventilation  was  good,  and  there  was  no  (overcrowding. 

BURIAL  ACT. 

June  3rd  I inspected  a piece  of  ground  at  Hett,  proposed  to  be 
used  as  a burying  ground  ; the  soil  is  a dry  clay,  with  shale  ; no  drainage 
seemed  !iecessary,  and  the  nearest  house  i 20  yards  distant  and  on  a higher 
level  ; the  extent  of  ground  was  half  an  acre,  the  population  being  360. 
I gave  a certificate  to  the  Burial  Board  approving  of  the  site.

Sum77iary  of  Work  carried  out  by  the  Surveyor  s Department  during 

the  year  igo^- 

The  various  sewers  have  been  regularly  and  frequently  Hushed 
and  disinfected  and  the  sewage  disposal  works  attended  to  and  kept  in 
j)roper  working  order. 

A short  length  ot  branch  sewer  has  been  constructed  at  Fram well- 
gate  Moor  to  drain  new  houses  and  proposed  building  sites  near  the 
“ Salutation  ” Inn. 


A new  sewer  has  been  constructed  from  the  existing  sewer  at  the 
south  side  of  the  North  Eastern  Railway  at  Croxdale  Station  up  to  and 
across  the  Main  road  at  the  south  end  of  the  Railway  bridge  and  along  the 
backstreet  behind  Johnson’s  Terrace  to  improve  the  sewerage  system  at 
that  place  and  to  abate  a nuisance  caused  by  the  sewage  flowing  in  an  open 
gutter  across  the  Colliery  railway  sidings  and  standing  in  a pool  in  the 
adjoining  field  ; and  2 ventilating  columns  30  feet  high  have  been  erected 
for  ventilating  the  sewer. 

New  glazed  fireclay  half  pipe  channels  have  been  laid  on  the 
surface  of  the  sewage  filter  beds  at  Sunderland  Bridge  to  enable  the  sewage 
to  be  distributed  more  evenly  on  the  beds. 

New  sewers,  and  sewage  disposal  works,  consisting  of  a small 
septic  tank  and  two  coke  breeze  filter  beds,  have  been  constructed  by  the 
North  Brancepeth  Coal  Co.,  Ltd.,  to  drain  the  20  houses  which  have  been 
formed  out  of  the  old  farm  house  and  mansion  at  Aldin  Grange. 

In  February  an  Inquiry  was  held  by  Major  C.  E.  Norton  one  of 
the  Engineering  Inspectors  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  respecting  an 
application  made  by  the  Durham  Corporation  for  an  extension  of  the 
boundaries  of  the  City  of  Durham  so  as  to  include  a portion  of  the  Rural 
District  adjacent  to  the  City,  when  a good  deal  of  information  respecting 
the  proposed  added  area  was  supplied  to  the  Inspector.  As  a result  of  the 
Inquiry  a Provisional  Order  has  been  made  and  confirmed  by  Parliament, 
taking  off  a portion  of  the  Parish  of  Framwellgate  Moor  containing  56 
acres,  109  houses,  545  population,  788  lineal  yards  of  district  roads,  and 
jC2,^oo  rateable  value,  and  a [)ortion  of  the  Parish  of  Neville’s  Cross, 
containing  125  acres,  335  houses,  1675  population,  2977  lineal  yards  of 
district  roads,  and  ^7,000  rateable  value,  from  the  Rural  District  and 
adding  the  same  to  the  City  of  Durham.  The  order  came  into  operation  on 
the  9th  November. 

The  bye-laws  relating  to  new  streets  and  buildings  in  the  district 
which  had  been  in  force  since  1892  have  been  revised  and  confirmed  by  the 
Local  Government  Board. 


In  conjunction  with  the  City  Surveyor  a site  has  been  selected 
near  Shincliffe  Mill  and  preliminary  plans  and  estimates  prepared  for  a 
proposed  joint  small-pox  hospital  for  Durham  City  and  Durham  Rural 
District. 


Plans  have  been  submitted  to  and  passed  by  the  Council  for  the 
erection  of  65  new  dwelling  houses  and  3 other  new  buildings  in  the 
Western  district  during  the  year.

Remarks. — During  the  year  the  scavenging  in  the  Western 
District  has  been  fairly  well  carried  out.  Refuse  has  been  removed  at 
regular  times,  all  refuse  swept  from  the  streets,  and  all  places  properly 
disinfected  where  required.  A good  many  of  the  ashpits  and  privies  in  the 
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District  have  been  repaired,  and  a good  many  more  are  at  present  under  my 
observation,  and  will  be  repaired  shortly.  I have  had  a new  glazed 
channel  constructed  the  full  length  of  the  following  mentioned  streets 
situated  in  Framwellgate  Moor,  viz.,  Close,  Pump  and  Newcastle  Rows. 

I have  also  caused  the  full  width  of  the  back  street  between  Close  and  Pump 
Rows  to  be  laid  with  cement  concrete.  Ashpits  and  privies  have  been 
rejjaired  and  yards  paved  in  the  following  places  : — Front  .Street,  Fram- 
wellgate Moor,  Old  Row,  Cater  House  Lane,  Black  Dene  Farm,  Arbour 
House  P'arm,  Neville’s  Cross,  Aldin  Grange  Terrace,  and  Broompark 
Colliery.  The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  in  the  district  have  been  repeatedly 
inspected,  and  cleansing  and  whitewashing,  where  required,  has  been 
carried  out  ; with  few  exceptions  they  are  well  kept.  The  whole  of  the 
cows  are  well  fed  and  are  in  a healthy  condition.  I have  had  some 
alterations  and  repairs  carried  out  to  the  Cowshed  situated  at  Broom  Hall 
P'arm.  The  .Slaughter  Houses  have  been  repeatedly  inspected,  also  the 
animals  slaughtered  in  the  different  houses.  They  are  all  kept  in  clean 
good  order  and  the  cattle  and  sheep  slaughtered  are  mostly  of  good  quality. 
In  conclusion  I must  again  draw  your  attention  to  the  foul  manner  in  which 
some  of  the  workmen’s  dwellings  are  kept,  which  in  my  opinion  may  cause 
disease  to  spread.
